Current federal budgets are 
“death. warrants” for thousands of 
' American. Indians, Carl Carmer, 
author, eharged in the latest issue 
of The American Indian, quarterly. 
magazine of the Association on 
American Indian Affairs. 

“American Indians are riddled 
with disease, weakened by malnu- 
trition,’ Carmer,.a sponsor of the 
Association’s American Indian 
Fund, declared. He urged imme- 
diate enactment of a national pre- 
ventive medicine program. | 

Forty percent of the case load 
of all Indian hospitals is made up 
of preventable or controllable dis- 
eases, it has been estimated. Ex- 
perts believe, Carmer said, that a 
national ‘preventive medicine pro- 
gram, costing approximately $2,- 
500,000 annually, would eliminate 
40 percent of cases stemming from 
easily preventable diseases, 

Tuberculosis innocu- 
lations among American Indians, 
it was pointed out} would cost the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs $30,000. 
If three tuberculosis cases are pre- 
‘vented, $30,000 in hospital fees 
will have been saved. : 


MORTALITY FIGURES 


“Expenditures for Indian care 
which were grossly and ridiculous- 
ly low when first adopted years 
ago are still recommended to our 
legislators,” Carmer said. He re- 
ported the following figures on 
Indian mortality: — 

“The death rate from tubercu- 
losis in the nation is 40.1 per 100,- 
000. For Indians it is 211.9. Less 
than 42 American babies in every 
100,000 die during or immediately 
after birth. For children of Indian 
parents the figure is over 135. The 
rate of death from pneumonia in 
the nation approaches 52 in 100,- 
000. For Indians it is over “123. 
Conditions “among Alaskan Indi- 
ans, under. federal jurisdiction, 
grow steadily worse.

Spreading to France 


AT A RECENT Paris mass meeting on ~ 
behalf of the American Communist lJead- 
ers, the noted French jurist, Marcel Wil- 
lard, emphasized that witchhunts on the 


other side of the Atlantic were conta- 
gious.. We must rally to the defense of “The 
Twelve,” he said, for in so doing, we are helping 
defend ourselves.  =s-_—* | 
And the fact is that France is now in the 
midst of a brutal anti-Communist hysteria. Civil 
rights that are supposed to 
be traditional in France, are 
being trampled under foot by 
Tules Moch, the Socialist 
Minister of Interior, and his 
Marshallized colleagues. 

The other day, the Cham- 
ber of Deputies voted to lift 
the parliamentary immunity - 
of that distinguished French 
Communist, Florimond Bonte, - 
who will be remembered in 

our country for his visit here 

in 1938. Bonte was one of 

the heroic 44. Communist deputies imprisoned 

in 1940. He spent years in the Vichy jails, and 

was one of the 27 Communists freed at Algiers 

in 1943, an experience which he brilliantly de- 

scribes in his recent memoirs, Le Chemin de 
L’Honneur, (The Path of Honor). | 


Last Oct. 9, in the weekly magazine which 
he edits, France-Nouvelle, Bonte had declared 
that “the ministers like Queuille (Premier of 
France) have passed bag and baggage into the 
camp of the imperialist brigands, the camp of the 
warmongers. ~And for this expression of opinion, 
which is his rfght as a deputy and editor, he’s 
now menaced with jail! : 

Similar charges are being pressed against that 
magnificent veteran of the French working class 
movement, Marcel Cachin, editor-in-chief of 
L’Humanite. ‘Three other editors of the same 
paper are likewise facing indictments. The 
reasons are fantastic: Octave Rabate, the labor 
editor and a veteran of Matthausen, had written 
critically of a sentence passed on the miners 
during the strike. Robert Lambotte, a corres- 
pondent in the central coal-fields, did the same. 


THE CAMPAIGN takes on sweeping propor- 
tions. It strikes high and low. 

Joliot-Curie, who developed France’s first 
atomic pile last Fall, is threatened with ouster 
from his post as France's atomic research director. 
The artist, Andre Fougeron, faces indictment for 
a poster which showed an atomic bomb menacing 
a child; and the editor of a provincial paper, Voix 
de la Patrie, who reproduced the poster, is like- 
wise under charges. 

All war veterans who: refuse to declare that 
they are not members of the Communist Party 
have been denied pensions. The editors of the. 
Resistance paper, France D’Abord (France First) 
are under indictment, have been arrested and 
rearrested several times. , 

Charles Desirat, head of the French “Popular 
Aid,” a sort of International Labor Defense, gets 
three months in jail for protesting in his paper 
against the treatment of workers who had pre- 
sented their grievances to the nationalized air- 
craft engine works, and had been assaulted by 
the police. | | 
_ And it reaches into the colonies, where a 
Councillor of the Republic, Jacques Arnault, of 
Madagascar, has just been on a week-long hunger 
strike. He was one of the half-dozen native and 
French deputies prosecuted for alleged insurrec- 
tion last summer.

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WHILE THE “SOCIALIST” President of 
France, Vincent Auriol, announces that most of 
the collaborationists imprisoned after the war will 
be free by the end of the year, it is a fact that 
1,800 French miners are today in jail with terms 
totaling 300 years for last autumn’s coal strike. 

And to. cap it all, Jacques Duclos himself, 
the general secretary of the Party, is being 
threatened with indictment. He had written an 
article for L’Humanite on April 29 which hailed 
“The Great Example” of the Black Sea Mutiny, 
of 1920, when French sailors led by Andre Marty 
refused to fight against the young Soviet republic. 

For merely writing such an article, Duclos ~«. 
may be prosecuted . . . although L’Humanite 
recalls 4 Sop in August, 1922, Paul Ram&fiier, 
now Socialist” minister of defense, had himself 
proposed a resolution in the town where he was 
then a municipal officer, demanding the release 
of the Black Sea heroes and exalting their example!

“DOES THE ROW in Quebec reveal 
new policies and directions at work?” asks 
the ‘Financial Post of Toronto in a head- 


line across its analysis of the recent re- 


volt at Asbestos. Canadian and American 
investors are worried. Hitherto, French Canadian 
workers were regarded as well-harnessed by the 
Catholic hierarchy and a profitable risk. 
The Financial Post lists four “new and por- 
the open with the

strikers at Asebstos. 
First, “a new militant union- 
ism on the part of the Cath- 
olic Syndicates.”

The Post notes that “it 
used to be that Catholic 
Syndicates helped form the 
backbone of support for 
Premier Duplessis. Now, be- 
cause of his labor legislation 
and because of his presumed 
tieup with the Federal Conservative Party, mem- 
bers of the Syndicates and most other trade 
unionists are 100 percent opposed to Duplessis 
and his regime.” The “ultra-nationalism,” says 
the Post, is shown in the “cry that the company 
(Johns-Manville) is American-owned.” 

“Being an English-speaking Canadian wasnt 
at all healthy in that town that day,” says the 
Post, referring to the day when Asbestos strikers 
blocked all. roads to scabs.

THE THIRD new element noted by the 
business paper was the “ ‘left wing’ sympathies 
among some of the clergy.” A description: is 
given of Father Phillipe Camirand, padre of the 
striking union, wha, came to Asbestos some seven 
months ago. 

“Here is one of the very active leaders in a 
growing group of priests who are taking a very 
liberal interpretation of. the Papal Encyclicals of- 
Social Justice,” says the Post. “Here they refer 
to this group as ‘“Modernists.’ ” 

“This group is reputedly growing in strength 
and in numbers, and includes some senior and 
very influential clerical figures,” adds the Post, 
noting they favor nationalization of industries. 

“I am told that he (Camirand) talks much 
about ‘the struggles of the proletariat,’ ‘the work- 
ing class struggle for freedom, etc.” 

Nation’s Business, another Canadian business 
journal writes in‘the same connection: 

“The papal encyclicals on_ social policy, 
Rerum Novarum and Quadragesimo Anno, have 
been accepted throughout the world as expres- 
sions of liberal, but certainly not socialist doctrine. 
Are the church leaders in Quebec interpreting 
these pronouncements in a broader sense than 
they have been previously accepted?” -

Hudson to install pumps for 
cleaning sludge when sewer gas 
entered the tanks, last year, but 
the corporation ‘let a worker 
choke to death before it. acted.

A Hudson 
fire marshall stood idly by with 
no useful equipment. A gas

An hour later, after 
an airline had been lowered to 
clear the gas, he re-entered and 
collapsed:- Four co-workers, also 
overcome while attempting to 
rescue Diggs, had to consume 
precious time climbing out. A 
rope, fastened by. the fourth man, 
proved to be a clumsy method, 
as Diggs gasped his last breath 
while partly stuck in the narrow 
tank entrance. 

Known as a good union man, 
Diggs was promoted from 
sweeper classification in Febru- 
ary to cement finisher in the 
maintenance department. Be- 
sides his wife, he is survived by 
a daughter, Cathryne, 23, and 
sons Phynell, Jr., 24, and Ed- 
ward Carter, 25, who are un- 
able to find work because of dis- 
Crimination against Negroes. 
The family needs assistance. 
The company refused to hire 
son Edward Carter.

2. Even if a warrant is pro- 
duced, and you are arrested, you 
need answer no question—no mat- 
ter how “obvious” it may seem to 
you. In some way your answer 
might help to build up a case 
against you which now doubtless 
rests on perjured, stoolpigeor * evi- 
dence” which won't stand Up ina - 
court of law. ~ 

3. You don’t have to sign any 
statement. Your own words might” 
well be twisted to prejudice your 
case. Only if you talk and/or 
Sign statements can you be stuck 
with a perjury charge. 

4. The best bet is simply to 
give your name and address (and 
if it’s an immigration charge to 
show your passport or citizenship 
papers) and then to do nothing 
else without consulting your at- 
torney.

At 
third base Kell and Dillinger are fighting it out, with Kell sure to | 
emerge victorious. Last year another Indian, Ken Keltner, had 
it all to his lonesome but this year Kennie is suffering with the in- 
creasing signs of age and doesn’t even figure in the current voting. 

Vern Stephens is edging Ed Joost by a surprising margin, but 
this is due more to the earliness of the returns. Joost is likely to 
catch up and pass the Bosox. But last season, youll recall, nobody 
mentioned any shorstop once past the_name of Boudreau, riding 
along on an incredible and peerless crest. Lou so far has been . 
a far cry from the ’48 Boudreau, the difference being so\marked 
that he has pushed himself over to third base : :

But the irrepressible Gil Hodges is 
likely to come like a two-ton truck and take it away from Waitkus. 
Gil keeps on hitting the way he is and there you have unques- | 
tionably the finest first-sacker in all baseball. | 

At second base, it’s Jackie Robinson. That's all. Leading 
the league in just about everything worthwhile but homeruns, 
clearly the single most versatile guy in the league. Rigney doesn’t 
rate from last. year, while Verban, currently riding well behind 
Robinson, is likely to be looking from behind Schoendienst before 
the voting’s done with. The Card stringbean, making himself a 
fine comeback, would be my second-choice vote behind Robby. 

Third base will probably go to Sid Gordon, who still has too 
much in plate power and experience for the surprising rookie Kazak.
